KEY was ATONEMENT 
"The murderer was sent to his execution to atone 
for his crime," weoften read in newspapers. "Christ 
died to atone for our sins," we often hear in ser- 
mons. Does atone mean the same in both cases? 


Execution merely punishes the criminal for his crime. 
It does not remove the guilt of his misdeeds or make 
good for the harm he has done. But that is exactly 
what atonement means when the Bible says that “by our 
Lord Jesus Christ we have nowreceived the atonement." 
Atonement is "Redemption" 

In everyday language atone means to make amends for 
a wrong. Sometimes we can do this with people, but 
never with God. (See Mark 8:37 and Psalm 49:8-10) 

Could my zeal no respite know, 

Could my tears forever flow, 

All for sin could not atone; 

Thou must save, andThou alone. 
But what we could not do Jesus did when He atoned 
for our sins on the cross. He removed our load of 
guilt, for He "taketh away the sin of the world," 
John 1:29. He made good the harm that sin had done 
for He "redeemed us from the curse of the Law," 
Gal. 3:13, and “abolished death," 2 Timothy 1:10. 


Atonement is "At-—one-ment" 


Another way to explain the meaning: atonement is 
composed of at and one: to be at one with somebody; 
hence, atonement. Our sins separated us from God, 

but Jesus made "at-one-ment" for us. He brought us 
and God together. 


Atonement is "Reconciliation" 


Or to put it still another way: Godwas angry atthe 
sins of men, andmen were at enmity with God. Through 
Christ's atonement God and man are reconciled. We 
are no longer "children of wrath,"Ephesians 2:3, but 
"children of God by faith in Christ Jesus, "Gal.3:26. 
Peace on earth and mercy mild, 
God and sinners reconciled.

HISTORIC STATEMENTS OF OUR FAITH 


Ghe large Catechism 


Unlike the Small Catechism, Dr. Luther's Iarge 
Catechism is largely unknown. Yet both treat the 
same five chief parts of Biblical doctrine and in 
the same order; both spring from Luther's deep 
desire to remove superstition and ignorance and to 
give the common people a _ simple explanation in 
which, as the Formula of Concord puts it, "every 
thing is comprised which is treated at greater 
length in Holy Scripture and is necessary for a 
Christian man to know for his salvation". 


Dr. Luther intended that both Catechisms should be 
used, hand in hand, for religious instruction. The 
Small Catechism is written in question and answer 
form so that children could learn Christian truth, 
be questioned, and recite’ it from memory. "It is 
the duty of every father of a family," the Large 
Catechism states, "to question and examine his 
children and servants at least once a week, and to 
ascertain what they know of it, or are learning, 
and if they do not know it, to keep them faithfully 
at it", And then, "after you have taught them this 
Short Catechism", Luther says in the Preface to 
the Small Catechism, “then take up the Large Cate- 
chism, and give them also a richer and fuller 
knowledge." 


For this reason, the Large Catechism is composed, 
not of questions and answers, but of long para- 
graphs of explanation. It was intended to provide 
additional material for parents, teachers, and 
pastors to help them in the religious instruction 
of children. 


luther was a champion of Christian education. "We 
can do without mayors, princes and noblemen", he 
said, "but not without schools; for these must rule 
the world". To that end, his two Catechisms are a 
contribution without parallel.

This illustrates in 
some measure the way by which God led me to the 
Lutheran Church. 


The Catechism in the Falkland Islands 


I joined a papermaking firm, part of which before 
amalgamation was a family concern, in 1954, I was 
then a member of the Church of England, attending 
regularly but without any invitation to take part 
in other church activities. 


I had already heard of the Iutheran Church while 
serving as a midshipman in the Royal Navy off the 
South American coast in the Falkland Islands. In 
that far-away place, I saw my first copy of the 
Lutheran Catechism and came to realize just how 
little I knew, of God and His Church. Years later, 
in 1956, I was married in London to a Lutheran 
girl, one-time inhabitant of the Falkland Islands 
and still the possessor of a Lutheran Catechism. 
In 1958, I was confirmed into the church. 


Leaflet Distribution in Cardiff 


A new position in a Cardiff paper mill gave me the 
opportunity to help to establish a Iutheran mission 
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in that city. We distributed leaflets to publicise 
a series of Lutheran films. This gave me my first 
positive opportunity to make known the existence 
of the Lutheran Mission at my place of work. To 
my surprise, I found people interested and recep-— 
tive instead of condescendingly sympathetic or 
scornful as I had feared. True, very few of the 
workers at the mill attended the films; still, a 
few were there. 


After the films, I found that I was often stopped 
by people in the mill who wanted to talk about the 
Lutheran Hour broadcasts or about the Church itself. 


Towards the Ministry at Cambridge 


The Mission got off to a modest start and I was 
given the opportunity to teach Sunday School and 
to help at youth work. I found that the demands of 
the industry encroached too much upon time needed 
for church work, and I realized that I should leave 
the paper mill inorder to study for the ministry. 
I hope to enter Cambridge in October, 1959. 


This news got around the mill and I was approached 
by foremen and many others of the 900 employees. 
They all, with only one exception, expressed great 
admiration for my calling and wished me all success 
in what they sincerely described as a marvellous 
work,

"On these walkabouts", New Guinea Missionary Lee 
Strackbein reports, "T try to determine whether 
the new tribe will be receptive to receiving an 
evangelist and also if they will support him and 
furnish him with a house and garden area. 


"On one of these recent walkabouts, I had a heart- 
ening experience. We were on the top of quite a 
high mountain and looking over into uncontrolled 
territory at an area approximately 3 days' walk 
away. One of the men who has become quite interested 
in the Gospel was with me as a carrier. As we 
looked over at this area and also beyond, he asked 
me, "“'Do people live over there or not?' For him 
it was like looking over into another world full 
of mystery which intrigued him. By himself, any 
native would be very apprehensive of going to such 
a foreign country and only under very special cir- 
cumstances would any of them ever travel that far. 
However, this young man, after considering my 
answer that there were indeed people over there, 
said with enthusiasm: 'After we have heard all the 
Good Talk, and received it, we will take it to 
them. May we?' 


"Here was a young man who, though he may not even 
be a Christian yet, has nevertheless recognized 
the Gospel which he is hearing as something which 
by its very essence is not something to be hoarded 
but to be shared, and who wants to have a part in 
helping to share it.
